ously escaped death.

wardbound Retriever, a few miles off 
the Irish coast.

British Embassy Says Convoy Would 
Remove Peaceful Character of 
Subsea Freighter.

Washington, Nov. 4.—The German 
embassy today declared it has 
no 
knowledge of an effort to furnish a 
submarine convoy for the Deutsch­ 
land on the return trip and pointed 
out that the convoy would take away 
any appearance of a peace mission of 
the vessel. 
This is a well recognized 
principle of international law. 


At the British embassy the of­ 
ficials said if the Deutschland is met 
by a convoy out of the three mile 
limit 
she wrould invariably 
supply 
that vessel with fuel which would re­ 
move her peaceful character. 


Washington 
officials 
were today 
somewhat puzzled as to the status of 
the Deutschland, should reports that 
the U-boat will be convoyed back to 
Germany by a 
fighting 
submarine 
prove correct.

ters that if two submarines should 


act in 
concert, it would 
greatly 


strengthen 
the British 
contention 


that submarines are always to be held 


as vessels 
of war-like 
charcter. 


There was no doubt, it was said, that 


the British would hold the joining of 


submarines to be evidence of war-like 
intentions. 


The unarmed U-boat, it was point­ 


ed out, posing as a peaceful mer­ 


chantman, could through her ability 
to escape detection, given valuable 


asistance to the war submarines.

Vigo, Spain, 
Oct 11— (By Mail) 
—Perhaps you labor under the delu­ 
sion that the principal vocation 
in 
the life of a handkerchief is to a t­ 
tend at discreet intervals, the nose 
when 
that necessary 
feature 
in 
dulges in a little Marathon. 
Not so 
in Vigo. 
Indeed 
on 
the 
face 
of 
things I have reason to doubt wheth­ 
er handkerchiefs 
and noses have 
ever effected a too frequent meet­ 
ing. 
Yet handkerchiefs 
are 
much 
more 
in 
evidence 
in this 
quaint 
Spanish seaport 
than 
in our 
own 
nasal Yankee midi»t.

handkerchief

elaborate filigree gold earrings are 
the two other necessary adjuncts of 
a typical Vigoesque toilette. 
In the 
earring fashion, as well as the hand­ 
kerchief 
one, 
the infants of Vigo 
invariably share. 
The toddlers 
not 
only have big ears but they are also 
gold trimmed. 
Even pauper women in filthy rags 
begging by the road side have ears 
ornate with golden baubles flaunted 
in the face of poverty. 
The tatters of these few beggars 
are the surprisingly few evidences of 
dirt you detect 
in this 
picturesque 
little fishing village. 
With its steep 
straggling, cobble street climbing up 
characteristic 
Spanish steps to the 
top of it’s fortress topped mount it 
seems almost a spotless town after 
the unspeakable 
sights and smells 
of Bahia. 
It’s market especially is a feast

For Aid 


INCREASE OVER OTHER YEARS 


In Fifty-Nine Townships no Relief 


Was Given—Cities Were Hit 


Hardest

Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 4.—Dur- 


iny tie year of 1915, relief 
was 


given by township overseers' of the 
poor in Indiana to 97,292 persons, 
according to the annual report 
of 


the board of charities and correc- 
tion recently published. 


This is an increase of 38,723 over 


the pievions year, according to the 
report. 
The aid given in 1915 


amounted to $435,489.88 an increase 
of more.than $40,000 over the pre- 
vious year. • 


Among those aided were 49,416 


women and girls and 47,876 men and 
boys. About half of the total num- 
ber ' who received aid were children 
under 17 years of age. 


The report includes 1016 town- 


t-hips. In 59 townships no relief was 
given throughtout the year. There 
were 13 twps., 
in which the relief 


amounted to more than $5,000. 


In the townships containing South 


Bend, Muiicie and 
Richmond, the 


total relief amounted to 'bit-ween $G,- 
000 and $7,000.
